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Discharge of Fanny Carique. 


Fanny Carique, who escaped Jast week from 
the Industrial Schopl, was brought up on abeat 
corpus before Judge Hager in the Fourth District 
Court yesterday morning, The petition for 
the writ waa presented by Heanah Catique, the 
mother of the girl, who alleged that Frederick 
Hennel the Superintendent of the Schoo), illegally 
held her in custody. The answer of Hennel al- 
leges that the girl before confinement led a lewd 
and dissolute life, and that the petitioner, he: 
mother, now pursues an equally infamous career. 
The counsel for petitioner (Messrs. Freelon and 
Byrne) filed a demurrer to the return, and in an- 
awer denied the allegations contained therein, 
The objeetione were overruled by the Judge. 

The Police Judge and the Clerk of the Police 
Court were examined as witnesses. The former 
atated that when tho girl was brought before him, 
she acknowledged that she had been Jerain a 
viciaug life, and requested to be sent to the In- 
dustrial School, No witnesses were examined on 
the occasion. 7 

Mesra. Camphell end Blanding, 
for the Industrial School, made some remarks, 
which were replied to by Messrs. Byrne and Free 
Ions È receay was taken vntil half-past three 
o’cloek. 

At that kour Judge Hager decided to Slachiarge 
the girl. He held that the parent could not be 
ocayived of the custody of a child without bein 
eard, The act establishing the Industria 
Schuol, provides for a hearing of the matter, and 
on proof to the eatisfaction of the judge, for sen- 
tence ta the Tudustrial School, any child who 
leads an idle or dissolute life, whose parents are 
dead, or, if living, neglect to exercise salutary 
control over such child, When the matter came 
before the Police Judge, the parent of Fanny was 
sot present or notified of the hearing, and there 
did not appear to have been any judgment of the 
court; but a commitment was issued by the Po- 
lice Judge for the detention of the girl, on the 

round that she was leading an idle and dissolute 
fe, and that the parent was unable fo control 
her, Under the provisions of the Habeas Corpus 
Act, itis the duty of the judge, on hearing, to 
discharge from custody, where the process of com- 
mitment by any judgment, order or deeree, or as 
provided by law, or where the procers is defec- 
tive, or the jurisdiction of the officer easecded. 

Juige Hager said all that he could notice on 
this investication ie whether or not the party is 
held under illegal restraint or eustody. If the 
proces js vold or insufficient it was his duty to 

ischarge the girl, and he could not allow him- 
self to berestrained by the consequences that 
may happen from tho performance of this duty. 
He knew nothing concerning the parties, and 
could not take jadicial notice or infer that the 
parent wae not tho proper custodian of the child; 
and if proof had boen offered on that point it 
could not be admitted as it would be foreign to 
the matter in issue in this investigation. The 
question to determine was as ta whether the 
reatraint was lcgal or illegal. Judge Hager said, 
he would regret very much to mako a decision 
that would send the girl from the Indwatrial 
School to a brothe}, and hoped such would not be 
thecase The decision now rendered would not 
conclude the matter, and any citizen feeling ine 
terosted could institute proceedings anew, and 
have such a hearing and adjudication in the 
matter as the act requires. Iho mother could 
be notified and heard before the Police Judge, 
anda now order of commitment made after full 
investigation. 

In reply to Judge Hager, the girl said, that she 
waa seventeen years ald; and that it was her in- 
tention ta goto her mother who resides in the 
city, and that she preferred doing so to returning 
to the Industrial School. Judge Hagor spoke 
some words of admonition to the girl, and ro- 
quested her counsel inasmuch as she was at 
that age when ker mind could be dixected for 
good or for evil, that they showld advise her for 
her beat interests. Xicz counsel stated that the 
appeared in the case with the express understand- 
ing that if she was discharged by the Court, that 
she was to return to her mother's house ; and the 
girl had so promised. j 

The petitioner, Fanny's mother, was not 
ent. After the decision was rendered 
left the Courtroom.

tear the weight if very weak, and gradually in- 
oreas ag tho riuscles gain strength from the exer- 
ciee, until it may bo freely uscd from three to five 
times daily. Tho connestion of the arms with 
the body, with the exception of the clavicle with 
the stomum and breast-bone, being a musoular 
attachment to the mba, the effect of thia oxercise 
ia to elevate the riba and enlarge the chest; and 
ac nature allows no vacuum, the lunga expand to 
All tho cavity, increasing the volume of air—the 
natural purifier of the blood-—and preventing cone 
gestion or the deposit of tuburcalous matter. I 
have prescribed the abovo for all cases of hamor- 
rhage of the lungs and threatened consumption, 
for thirty-five years, and have been able to increase 
the measure of the cheat from two to four inches
